Daphne flirts with Fielding and keeps him distracted, which 
gives Joe the opportunity to take the identity of a “Junior,” putting on glasses and affecting a phony British accent. He lures 
Sugar to Fielding’s yacht, which he pretends is his. Junior is a rich young man with a problem-he gets no thrill from 
women-—and Sugar wants to help him overcome it. 

Meanwhile, Daphne has been spending time with Fielding, including a night of dancing the tango. The silliness of the tangled 
identities reaches a peak when Daphne agrees to marry Fielding. “It’s my only chance to marry a millionaire,” says Jerry. 

Suddenly the mob appears, and Joe and Jerry think their number is up. Instead, the mobsters kill each other off, with 
Spats being killed by an assassin who pops out of a birthday cake. 

Joe is now ready to tell the unsuspecting Sugar the truth about Junior and Jerry realizes he has to tell Fielding that he is 
Daphne. At the end of the movie, Jerry tears off his wig, revealing his true identity. Fielding, apparently unfazed by the 
revelation, simply replies, “Well, nobody’s perfect.”

Edith Newbold Jones was born in 1862 into a very wealthy 
and socially prominent New York City family. Though women 
did not attend school in the 1860s, Edith was privately 
educated and traveled with her parents in Europe. In 1885, 
she married Edward Wharton, a Boston banker. 


Her first published poetry appeared in 1889 and her first 
stories a year later. In 1899, a collection of her best stories, 
The Greater Inclination, was published. Her second novel, The 
House of Mirth, was published in 1905, and was a best seller. 
Wharton wrote frequently about New York high society. 


In 1907, Wharton moved to France where she lived the rest of 
her life. She lived apart from her husband for long periods of 
time, and their troubled marriage ended in divorce in 1913. 
During the First World War, she was active in the relief effort 
for refugees and the children, and was awarded the Legion of 
Honor by the French government. 


Wharton's best known work, the short novel, Ethan Frome, 
was published in 1911. For The Age of Innocence, her most 
sophisticated novel of manners, published in 1920, she won 
the Pulitzer Prize. A prolific writer, her work included travel 
books, many articles and reviews, and an autobiography, A 
Backward Glance. 


In 1923, Wharton became the first woman to be granted an 
honorary doctor of letters by Yale University, and in 1930, she 
became the first woman to receive the gold medal of the 
National Institute of Arts and Letters. She died in 1937.

Eric Arthur Blair (George Orwell) was born in 1903 in India, 
where his father worked for the Civil Service. The family moved 
to England in 1907 and in 1917 Orwell entered Eton, when he 
contributed regularly to the various college magazines. He left in 
1921 and joined the Indian Imperial Police in Burma the following 
year, in which he served until 1928. 


His first published article appeared in Le Monde in October 
1928, while Orwell was living in Paris, and he returned to 
England in 1929 to take up work as a private tutor and later as 
a schoolteacher (1932). Down and Out in Paris and London 
was published in 1933. Due to his poor health, Orwell gave up 
teaching and worked as a part-time assistant in a Hempstead 
bookshop, and later was able to earn his living reviewing novels 
for the New English Weekly, a post he kept until 1940. 


At the end of 1936 Orwell went to Spain in the Civil War and 
was wounded. During the Second World War he was a member 
of the Home Guard and worked for the BBC Eastern Service 
from 1940 to 1943. As literary editor of Tribune he contributed a 
regular page of political and literary commentary. From 1945 
Orwell was the Observer's war correspondent and later became 
a regular contributor to the Manchester Evening News. 


Orwell suffered from tuberculosis, and was in and out of hospital 
from1947 until his death in 1950. He was forty-six. 


His publications include The Road Wigan Pier, Coming Up for 
Air, Keep the Aspridistra Flying and Homage to Catalonia. 
Orwell’s name became widely known with the publication of 
Animal Farm and Nineteen Eighty-Four, both of which have 
sold more than two million copies. All Orwell’s works have been 
published in Penguins.

The Secrets of Living 
Happily Ever After 


In her new book, Happily Ever After, author Laura Martin 
reveals the secrets of a happy marriage. Its message is up- 
beat and optimistic. We interviewed Martin at her home 
in Colorado, 


Q: How has marriage changed in the past fifty years? 


Life used to be much simpler. with fewer choices. When we look 
at marriages in the 1950s. most were of the “Father Knows Best” 
and “The Donna Reed Show” kind. The man was the breadwin- 
ner; the woman, the homemaker. There was also an optimism 
then—an expectation that you would do better economically than 
your own parents. Now, women often work outside the home, too. 
There are economic pressures to do so—it’s not just a question of 
women wanting careers—and there are no guarantees of financial 
well-being. There’s also a lot more stress to deal with outside of 
the family—international terrorism, drugs, diseases that were 
unheard of just a few decades ago. Often now, both partners spend 
their days in high-stress jobs in a more stressful world in general 
and come home to a lot of responsibilities—children, house, 
bills—to name a few. There’s not a lot of time for each other, let 
alone for oneself. 


Q: You paint a pretty grim picture of life nowadays. Yet your 
book is optimistic. How come? 


] have faith in our ability to rise above the challenges of our 
times. ] think there are some fundamental requirements, though, 
for a happy marriage. You can't live happily ever after unless 
you marry the right person in the first place.

Q: What do you mean by “fundamental requirements 


You have to be in Jove with the person you marry. Of course, 

I don’t mean you have to stay in that stage of being in love where 
all you can do is think about the other person! No. That stage in 
courtship lasts only a short time. But after the initial excitement 
subsides, you should still be in love. You also must totally respect 
the other person, and you should like him or her. You should also 
not need the other person to fulfill every one of your needs. Other 
people—friends, children, coworkers—have a place in your life, 
too. If you expect your partner to be everything for you, you're 
bound to be disappointed. 


Q: So, assuming you’ve met the fundamental requirements, 
what are the secrets to living happily ever after? 


Make time for each other. No matter how high-pressured your job, 
no matter how much time you need to devote to your children, set 
aside some time every day to be alone with each other. Ask each 
other how your day was and what’s on your mind. Listen totally. 
When your partner has a problem, don’t jump to solve it or dismiss 
it as unimportant. Let the other person talk it out and he or she may 
solve it alone or realize it’s not important. Be your partner's best 
friend. And make sure to have intimate time alone together a few 
times a week. That’s really important. 


Q: Anything else? 


Yes! ] know this is going to sound like a contradiction, but give 
each other space, too. In other words, we need to be alone 
sometimes; some people need solitude more than others. Find out 
if your partner does, and find a way to accommodate this need. 
And speaking of needs, we all need to know we are loved. but we 
don’t all need to have it expressed the same way. Some of us are 
auditory, some visual, some kinesthetic. The auditory people need 
to hear the words “I love you”; the visual people need to “see” it— 
like getting flowers or being taken out for dinner: the kinesthetic 
people need to be touched. Make sure you express your love in the 
way your partner needs you to.

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Read Unit 80 in the Student Book. Write a postcard from Yoshiko to Mr. Michael Berman, American English 

Institute, Sonoma State College, Sonoma, CA 95476 USA. As Yoshiko, thank him and all the other teachers for all the 
help they gave you. Say that with your improved English you will be able to get a good job. Promise to call 

and see them when you are in the States next year. 


Write a postcard from Yoshiko to Carlos Poveda Navas, Calle la Escuela, Quinta Chuao, Caracas 106, 
Venezuela. As Yoshiko, tell him where you are and tell him that you got a job. Ask about the other students in the 
class. Ask him if he passed his exam and invite him to visit you if he’s ever in Tokyo. Remind him that he 

has your address and phone number. 


Write a letter from Yoshiko to her landlady, Mrs. Simmons. As Yoshiko, tell Mrs. Simmons that you had a 
pleasant flight and arrived safely. Apologize for not phoning. Thank her for everything she did and inquire 
about Mr. Simmons and “Milhous,” the dog. Send your regards to one or two other people. Promise to visit 
them next summer when you will be in the States on vacation. Invite them to come and visit you in Tokyo. 
Assure them that they would be welcome. Promise to show them all the sights and say that you'll cook them 
a real Japanese dinner. Say that you very much hope they'll be able to come.
